Some important arrests were made yester- 
day. Two of the men named Francis 
Murphy, or Mallen, and Joseph Marpby, 
were found in the Chapelized Mills; and 
three others, named Sweeney, Houston, or 
Hewstun, and McAllister, in Lower Abbey 
street.

; Neyer keep poultry without thinking it 
worth your while to give to fair share of 
your atterition, or without satisfying your 
self, if your time is otherwise employed, 
that it has tho attention of your servant or 
the peraon who has the charge of them 
Nover keep persons for that purpose who 
do not shew, by activity and forethought, 
that they are fond of this employment, and 
who think of itat other times beyond the 
periods in which they are actually engaged. 
When you are fortunate enough to find the 
various qualifications united, you may hope 
forthe Dest, and will probably find that 
many 4 useful observation ag tothe parti- 
cular characteristics of the different breeds, 
and manya hint may be ‘profitably acted 
on, which will reward your discrimination.

Sidney Cheese Factory. | 


The Annual Meeting of the stockholders 
of the “ Front of Siduey Cheese “Factory” 
was held at the Anglo-American Hotel on 
Wednesday, 8d January, inst. The follow- | 
ing is wn abstract statement of the sum | 
mer's business, which we commend to the | 
careful perusal of the Farmers of this | 
County: 

Cost of Factory, including building, vats, | 
machinery, waggons for drawing milk, 
cans, &c,, &e., $2,250. The number of 
cows from which milk was received was | 
220, und the quantity of milk received 
581,871 pounds, during 165 days. The 
amount of olieese made and sold was 59,- | 
498 pounds, which realized $7,706 80.— | 
Expenses of manufacturing, including 
making, drawing milk, boxes, freight, com: | 
mission on sales, etc., $1,554 83, leaving « 
net balance of $6,151.97,which was divided 
among 19 stockholders, each man receiving 
a cheque for his méney. The Factory 
commenced operations on the 10th of Muy, 
and closed on the 15th of November. No 
milk was received at the Factory on Sun- | 
days, the milk obtained on Sundays was 
Tetained by the stockholders. We may | 
here mention that the stockholders consist | 
exclusively of those who furnished milk, 
each cow representing one share, su that 
every man furnishing milk has a proprie- 
tary interest in the Factory. The success 
which has attended this Factory has given 
the liveliest satisfaction to every stockhold- 
er, proving, as it does, that the manufac 
ture of Cheese nutonly pays, but is highly 
remonerative,and therefore cannot but be an 
incentive to others in different parts of 
the County to establish Factories; it will 
render them, to a great extent, independent 
of the gruin market, and at the same time 
improve the land. The advanced 
farmers have learned that it is time to 
adopt some system» by which their lands 
can be reclaimed from the exhausted state 
to which the constant cropping hus reduc- 
edthem, and there is no more effectual 
way of doing this than by establishiug 
Dairies. Many have been under the im- 
pression that the selling of milk to, or of 
sending it to a Factory was not as profit- 
able as wanufacturing butter and Cleese 
themselves, “Those who liave supplied the 
Siduey Factory lave come to a different 
conclusion, This summer's business has 
convinced them that the most profitable 
use to which they cun put their laud is to 
stock it with cows, and supply milk to a 
Cheese Factory, The figures which we 
have given above show that each cow lias 
netted, in cush, within « fraction of $28 to 
its owner, from the 10th of May to the 15th 
of November, and one day's milking

The Montreal Minerce of the 9th inst., 
has anartiele respecting the condemned 
Fenians, and after stating that the Femans 
sentenced to death at Sweetsburg and at 
Toronto baye had their sentences commut- 
ed to twenty years imprisonment in the 
Provincial Penitentiary, and that they 
would that evening be sent to Kingston, 
says the position of the Canadian Govern- 
ment in this matter was a very grave one, 
and the Cabinet in Washington made ‘it 
more difficult still by its exaggerated pre- 
tensions and its intemperate proceedings. 
Mr. Seward asked England to pardon all 
the condeniner| Fenians withoat distinction 
under the pretext that their offence was 
purely political, By this conduct the Amer- 
ican Governtient manifestly took the Feni 
ans under their protection.
